Old fashioiiod pi-oplo'in tho country some- 


times talk of sherry wine as if thero was 
linothcrkind of sherry which was nol wine; 
and, though they are perhaps not aware of 
it, they are undoubtedly right in suggesting 
thin distinction. There is a sherry -and it 
is tho sherry which is usually sold and 
drunk in this country- which is not wine at 
all, but simply alcoholic poison. Tho truo 
character of "curious old port" is now be- 
ginning to bo prutly well understood and 
the consumption of this remarkable liquor is 
rapidly declining: lint the virtues of sherry 
are still a popular superstition. Many peo- 
ple who would be shocked at the idea of 
drinking spirits, and especially raw spirits, 
think nothing of a glass of shcrry;yet in tlio 
majority of cases the sherry is o nly cheap 
bad brandy disguised us wine. 
At Dlack- 


burn, the other day, a man drank four gills 
of sherry; and died from Hie effects of the 
dose. This event lias given rise to an in- 
teresting correspondence in the Times as to 
tho adulteration of sherry, mid also as to 
whether there is really such a thing as pure 
natural sherry in existence as an article of 
commerce. One \vrilor,with tho benevolent 
intention of making "tin.- question clearer 
to that largo portion of t!io public who en- 
joy a glass of sherry,'' and allaying''the' 
nervous fears of moderate wine drinkers,' 
stated, as the result of many hundred tesls 
which he had performed on tho niosto, or 
young wine, in Spain, that L'li per cent, of 
proof spirit is the average strength naturally 
generated iu sherry. Upon this Dr. pen- 
man, tho wine merchant, at one-u pointed 
out that the average strength of Spanish 
wines as first manufactured is (inly about '-'-' 
por cent, but that the sherry of commerce 
in rarclv. if ever imported containing less 
thauiScTto -II) por cent of proof spirit, and 
that, by the rule for fortifying winus, wine i 
containing 'I'l per cent, requires ;!<) gallons 
per cent, of proof spirit, and at -11 per cent. 
•M gallons, to bring it up to 111 por conl. 


This was confirmed bv Mr. 
W. Burton, 


who was formerly connected with the 
Ciis 


torn house, and who stated, as the result of 
many thousand tests made in the London 
custom house, that the average strength of 
sherry as it is imported to this country and 
passed into consumption, is not less than .",7 
per cent of proof-spirit, and some parcels 
contain as much i 
1.:; lii aud even "><> per cent. 


Therefore, taking the strength of sherry in 
its first stage at L"l degrees of proof-spirit, 
more than IS per cent, of proof-spirit must 
liavo been added to bring llio strength up lo 
tho lowest average of the imported wine. 
It can hardly be wondered ut that, after 
such disclosures as these, tin- large portion 
of the public who enjoy a glil.ss of sherry 
should become rather nervous: and indeed 
it is very desirable thai they should become 
nervous, and should tako frighl in good time. 
A wine merchant appears lo think that ho 
has settled Ihc question by saying that wo 
must distinguish between puro sherry as 
known iu England and puro sherry as known

Smuggling must be suppressed, and tho 
government must not be defrauded of its 
duos; but in enforcing rules and regulations 
to secure these ends, the people aro not to 
bo deprived of their persons and papers. 
Wherever, or whenever it is possible to do a 
right thing iu a wrong way, the aptitude 
and readiness of the custom house for the 
work are proverbial. 
We are not sure that 


in thin instance, it was by any menus a right 
thing that was done; but now that the prac- 
tice has been stopped, let us hope .the treas- 
ury aud the custom house, in future, will 
cultivate tho art—we hael almost said, tho 
lost.art—of minding their own business.—

gist. But those sciences can bo acquired no 
easier in collogos from tho fr.ot that those 
colleges aro callod agricultural. Tho suc- 
cessful application of tlicso sciences to farm- 
ing can only bo learned by experience on o 
farm. 
Ono of the most distinguished chem- 


ists in tho country is accustomed to say to 
students who apply for instruction in "agri- 
cultural chemistry" that ho doos not teacli 
it, but that ho teachos "chemistry," whose 
lows aro of universal application . In like 
manner there is no agricultural logic or 
arithmetic or algebra. Young men go to 
those Bgricullral colleges, and aro, of necess- 
ity, given a general course of education, 
good or bad as tho case may bo. If they 
study honestly and faithfully they can have 
neither timo nor strength for learning lo 
plough, or plant, or sow. They go out into 
the world and take up any lino of life to 
which thoir taston lead them.

THE CHANCES OF MU. CUSlilNG's CONFIRMATION. 


WAsmsaion, D. C., Jau 11.—The warfare 


on Mr. Cushiug's nomination has been very 
active and effective today. 
It was learned 


from cabinet circles yesterday that tho Pres- 
ident would use no special, means to secure 
his confirmation, and that in fact, he was 
not as much interested ill the result as ho 
would have been if the selection had been 
in all respects his own. 
The cabinet was 


not unanimous, and tho nomination appears 
to have boon decided iu a great measure by 
representatives from without executive cir- 
cles. There lias been no iioniiimtion mfulo 
for years regarding which senators have boon 
so free to express their views, and while 
they do not iu many instances indicate the 
way they will vote, yet many do not even 
hesitate ao do this. The common objection 
jg on political grouuds. 


A canvass of the Senate made today by 


gentlemen who possess the entire confidence 
of tho Senators questioned, shows that near- 
ly all the leading Republican Senators aro 
personally opposed to Mr. Cushing's con- 
firmation.: Tho Democrats aro almost, if 
not quite, unanimous for confirmation. Of 
the Liberals, Schurz, Tiptoii and Fontou aro 
believed to bo opposed. Tho Southern Ite- 
publieaus aro opposed chieiiy on account of 
tho support Gushing gave to the Ured 
Scott decision. Ben Ikitler. whose friends 
ore churning the credit of the nomination 
for him, has been ham at work all day for 
Cashing, and the latter himself has been 
around among the Senators to ascertain how 
the matter itood. The report has been cir- 
culated among. Senators that in case Mr. 
Cunning is confirmed ho will not take his 
seat on the bench but will go at once to 
Spain. This Mr. Gushing himself denies, 
declaring that he will enter \ipon his judi- 
cial duties at once. 


It is certain that Mr. Gushing cannot be 


confirmed tomorrow, and that iu no caso 
can ho be confirmed without tho assistance 
of a majority of the Kepublic.in 
votors.

WINTEHING LAMBS. 


An experienced sheep breeder Days, "It 


i* a custom with quite u' large majority of 
sheep farmers to delay graining their lambs 
until the approach of spring, when they 
wo sometimes far gone in poverty. 
IB this 


wise? 


The grass tit tho beginning of Norembw 


loses much of its nutrition from repented 
freezing; therefore nt this period the lambs 
should bo assembled mid classed relative 
to size mid condition, divided into Jiocks, 
about one hundred each, and feeding them 
with grain should forthwith commence. 
AH it is sometimes impracticable to cull 
thorn into tho sheep folds without considera- 
ble trouble, the feeding troughs should be 
removed to the tield in which they are con- 
fined; then tho flock master may begin 
feeding them about four quarts of outs 
daily, 
which 
he 
tihould 
be 
care- 


ful 
to 
distribute 
tho 
entire 
length 


of the trough. They will be very shy for a 
day or two, but the example of approaching 
them by tho tamo shoup which were placed 
among them at weaning time will be the 
means of soon overcoming it. 
After the 


lapse of a week, tho quantity of grain may 
bo gradually increased to half n bushel, 
which should bo the minimum quantity for 
the residun of the season. 'When the major 
portion have partaken of the oats, the 
troughs may bo removed back to the shoep- 
yurda, and the time fixed for feeding should 
be about sundown, after which they can re- 
tire to the shelters should the weather re- 
quire it. At this time, a little Imy should 
also be given early in the morning, which 
practice may bo pursued until eircuinstances 
deiniuid a change wholly to fodder. 


About the middle of December, or before 


it the feed bo somewhat changed, by mis- 
ing with tho oats a portion of pea meal or 
wheat shorts; at all events let it bo meal of 
nome kind which they may fancy, for in 
order to induce them to eat potatoes it will 
ba necessary to cut them into delicate pieces 
and sprinkle the meal well over thorn. If 
sheep are wholly unaccustomed to potatoes 
their aversion to them will not ba overcome 
without the adoption of this course. 
Boots 


and ruta bagas may bo substituted for the 
potatoes; but tho reader has been informed 
that they arc hotter to the purpose of the 
shoap fattouor. 
It is our wish to grow 


wool and not frit mutton, it will be wiser in 
UH to UHO thoso means which will afford tho 
largest returns. Half a bushel of potatoes 
given at intervals of twice a week will be tho 
right quantity, which it wUl be well to con- 
tinue to sprinkle with meal, as well ns with 
a small quantity of salt. On other days 
the pea meal and oats may be fed.. The 
hay given them should be of lino sVaik aud 
of the choicest quality; but in its place may 
bo substituted once a week for a single fod- 
dering, oat or barley straw. 


THE POTATO DIHEA.KP,—Profossor Aleiiui- 


der Wilson Una been making it serias of RIW- 
lytical experimoiits which seems to reduce 
the cure of iho potato disease to » couipnr- 
lively simple problem fora chemist. As 
recently shown by Dr. Colrcrt, lirne is one 
of tho. tow substances that will prevent tho 
growth of fungi in organic solutions, nud 
there- is reason to boliove that magnesia is 
tmothor. 
The analyses of Professor 
AVil- 


apn show that it is precisely these two sub- 
stances, in which diseased potatoes are iloii- 
cieut. In tho ash of tho healthy tuber he 
finds from live to ten per cent of magnesia 
salts, and more than live per cent of limo. 
It Booms cmly reasonable to infer that tho 
ijojurious growth upon the potato is tho 
direct result of this deficiency, and that it 
might bo prevented by supplying tho lack- 
ing salts. Lime has already boon adopted 
as a remedy with very beneficial results. 
The addition of maguesia might* be found 
to complete the cure. 


PRESERVING GKEEN- FouDKii.— A method 


of preserving green fodder, such as turnip 
tops, beet tops aud other succulent vegeta- 
bles, has been in uso for many yearn iu 
fju- 


rope,by which this green toiler is kept in 
good condition for six 03; twelve months. 
A 


trench two or four ffiot deep is dug in a dry 
spot in the Hold; raid the tops of the roots 
carefully gathprcd when free from rain or 
dc~, arc UifGT'T. into it. 
Thuy are very 


conipaptjy.'prcissect down, and when the pit 
te.f-uU tho edrlh is heaped over the whole. 
In this manner this product, which is gener- 
ally wasted in a great measure, is utilized. 
On one occasion the writer saw one of these 
pits opened in tho Spring which had been 
tuled^aud covered tho 1'all previous. Tha 
fodder, which was leaves of sugar beets, was 
as fresh to all appearance as when gathered, 
and the cows to which it was fed ate it with 
avidity. , Salt is generally sprinkled upon 
the fodder and aids Suits preservation.

HeemH that some parts of tho country are til- 
Uag up with men from tho trades seeking 
work to do. The cities and. largo manufact" 
uHng centers have overflowed thoir nuem- 
plbjed population into the small country 
towns.

Some of 
Oiera, however, are seeking work on the 
fafnis, and provo to be good farm bauds. 
They are methodic.0.! jind exact in their 
work. One farmer writes, however, that 
spme of those whom he has employed are 
not worth their board, they retain their city 
notions in regard to the number of hours 
bhat constitute a day's work, and adhere to 
them, even if they are turned OHt of doors. 
Many of these men are good mechanics, and 
pan be utilized in repairing or making tools,
